September    22.    Hickory    vs.    Shelby    (Here). 

The  new  uniformed  Tornadoes  scored  an  impressive  26-0  victory  over  Shelby, 
featuring  the  playing  of  Dobbins.  Donkel.  Gaines,  and  Gregory  in  the  backfield,  and 
Frye,  Camp.
